of governor, and of the other authorities 
vested in him by the constitution of this 
state, and all the authority, powers and du- 
ties appertaining to the office of governor, 
as aforesaid, shall immediately devolve up- 
on the vice-president of the council of this 
state, and be by him exercised as if the case 
had happened, provided for in the eighth 
section of the constitution of this state: 
Provided nevertheless, That nothing hereby 
enacted, shall be construed to prevent the 
said governor, for the time being, perform. 
ing and exercising all the powers and du- 
ties required, or which may be required of 
him, under the constitution of the United 
States, and of this state; or to. prevent 
the governor aforesaid from accepting any 
appointment under the president of the 
United’ States, the object of which shall be 
the defence of this state, and of adjoining 
posts, on whose security its safety may de- 
pend. And whereas it is essential to the 

urity of the administration of justice with- 
in this state, and to the diligent and able 
execution of the same, that the justices of 
the supreme court of this state should not 
hold plurality of public offices, or become 
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engaged as officers in corporate bodies and 
interests, to the great danger of the per- 
vertion or neglect of juftice— 


Sec. 2. Be it therefore enaited, Theat it 
shall not be lawful for any justice of the Justices of Su. 
supreme court of this state, hereafter to fod no oer 
accept of any office or appointment, civil or °f«- 
military, under the government of the 
United States, or any department or office 
thereof, or under the legislature of this 
state, or the joint-meeting, or governor, 
commander-in-chief, chancellor and ordi- 
nary in the same, or any office or appoint- 
ment in any body corporate or politic, 
within this state; and in case any of the 
said justices of the said supreme court, now 
or hereafter being, shall accept of any such 
office or appointment, such acceptance shall 
be deemed an abdication and resignation 
of his said office of justice of the supreme 
court of this state, and his salary shall im- 
medliately. cease, and any act afterwards 
done by such justice, in his said character 
of justice of the supreme court, shall be 
null and void: Provided nevertheless, That Ptovisc.

cepting and exercising any office or ap- 
pointment in ang bedy corporate for the 
promotion of ecclesiastical, religious or lite- 
rary purposes, or the office of master or 
examiner in the court of chancery of this 
state.

‘presented a memorial to the legislature of 


this state, representing that he hath been 
occupied, ptincipally at his own individual 
expense, during: part of the last summer 
and the preceding autumn, ‘in clearing out 
a channel for the passage of vessels between 
what is commonly called Perrywig' Island 
and Biles’s Island, in ‘the river Delaware, 
about three miles below Trenton bridge, in 
the prosecution of which important object, 
he hath already expendéd considerable 
funds, but owing to the interruptions and 
cerangements of his machinefy, occasioned 
by the passage of shallops and dther boats, 


. through said channel, he found it imprac- 


ticable for him to proceed with any pres- 
pect of advantage ; that in consequence of 
the frequency of these interruptions, he 
hath, about mid-summer fast, been con- 
strained to quit working and to lay the ma- 
chinery up; that although the undertak- 
ing ptoved to be much more arduous and 
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expensive than was at first apprehended, 
yet, with due encouragement, he by no 
means despaired of final success ;, that the 
accomplishment of this object will not only 
prove highly beneficial to the public, by the 
facility it will afford to the navigation: of 
vessels generally, but, in a more especial 
manner, by affording the public the advan- 
tages and facilities resulting from effecting 
a steam-hoat navigation on the river Dela- 
ware, nearly up to the city of I'renton ;
